GERMAN HORDES MAKING SLOW PROGRESS 
Having reached the Marne the Crown Prince in now striking westward 
with all the force of the great armies at his command with the apparent pur­ 
pose of forcing the elimination of the Montdidier salient and ultimately push­ 
ing in below Amiens t o -cut off Paris from the north. 
So far according to the French official reports, his progress has been 
small despite most desperate efforts. 
On the important front between Sols- 
sons and Chateau-Thierry on the Marne the French have been counter a t­ 
tacking and at points the enemy has not only failed to advance but have 
been forced to give ground 
This was notaby the case immediately to the south of Soissons where 
the enemy was thrown back upon the Cise river. 
Further south the Germans 
have taken the village of ( fiaudun. The French drove in and recaptured the 
place which they now hold. 
Ground also was won from the Germans just 
below and near Vierzy. 
Still further south the German advance has progressed somewhat further 
from the main road to a total of something like four miles. Paris reports, 
however, that new German attacks here in the region of Thouy and NeulUy 
were broken up, the French inaintaing their lines to the east of these towns.
